PLOW UP BARN LOTS YEARLY 


Turning Over Soil Heips to Get Rid 


of Pests and Forage Makes It 


Profitable Job. 


(Piepared by the United States Department 


of Agrfcuituie ) 


Hog raisers may accomplish two de 


sirable results by plowing tip the barn 
lots at least once a year, sajs the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
In the first .place, hogs need 


good succulent pasture as much of the 
time as possible, and in the .second 
place they need protection against in- 
ternal parasites, .such as roundworms, < 
the eggs of which remain in the soil.! 
Turning over, the soil in the lol.s helps 
to get rid of the pests and the crop 
of forage makes it a profitable opera- 
tion. 
In addition to providing cheap 


protein feed, pasture crops aid as a 
laxative and require the hogs to take 
a certain amount of exercise, which 
if. necessary to breeding animals and 
growing pigs. 


Eye is probably the best crop to 


use for fall, winter and spring pas- 
ture for hogs. Throughout the corn 
belt it may be sown from August 20 to 
about October 1, depending on the 
latitude. 
In warmer 
climates the 


crop may be put In at various times 
up to as late as December. By put- 
ting in successive plantings from two 
lo four weeks apart it is possible to 
have fresh pasture all the time. Seed-

PUN TO PREVENT M'OULTINQ 


Natural for Very Early Hatched PuU 


lets to Go Through Partial 


Moult iii Fall. 


Every fall we hear a number of re- 


ports of pullet-egg production being 
cut down by fall moulting. This "Is 
perhaps only natural when we consid- 
er that every one is working toward 
early 
maturity 
and production by 


means of better breeding early hatch- 
ing and heavy feeding. It is natural 
for very early hatched pullets to stop 
laying and go through a partial moult 
before cold weather. 
In addition to 


this natural tendency, the moult may 
be hastened by any sudden change of 
feed, care or environment. 
The fol- 


lowing simple rules, If followed, will 
be helpful to prevent this fall moult: 


1. Avoid hatching out of season; 


March, April and May are best, the 
exact time depending on the breed. 


2. Provide free range during the en- 


tire season. 


3. Avoid rations containing an 


cess of protein. 


4. Do not attempt to hold pulleta 


back, let them mature normally. 


5. Have the pullets in their winter 


quarters before production starts. 


6. Avoid any sudden change in feed, 


care or management after production 
begins.—Connecticut Experiment Sta- 
tion.

Hard Work to

Wandering Over Wide Area and 


Invading Other Farms. 


(Prepared by the United States Department

One of the greatest difficulties with 


which turkey growers have to contend 
is to keep their flocks from wandering 
over too wide an area and Invading 
neighboring farms. 
T" some extent, 


feeding heavily night and morning re- 
duces the area ov er which turkeys 
range, but even then they often go too 
far. 
When trouble of this kind oc- 


curs, the most effective plan is to 
drive them into an inclosjire and keep 
them there until about noon. 


In warm weather turkeys do most 


of their ranging early in the morning, 
and by nine o'clock they are usually 
as far from home as they will get dur- 
ing the day. As soon as the sun be-

comes very warm they spend most of 
their time In the shade, until three or 
four o'clock in the afternoon, when 
they begin moving toward home, rang- 
ing for feed along the way. If the 
weather is not too warm they do not 
spend so much time lying In the shade, 
and consequently range over a larger 
area, and may keep moving away 
from home until noon. 
By feeding 


In the pen every morning they soon 
learn to go there on coming down 
from roost, and no time is -lost in penj 
ning them.

Most unfortunate for the 
physi- 


cian who would test the 
prescript 


tions for the first two days of this 
illness, the patient seldom appears _ 
until the third stage has been reach-' 
<ed. It would be difficult also to per-| 
suade more than a small percentage 
of those who came earlier that the 
suggestion of an hour's walk or a 
twenty-four hour's stay in bed was 
worth paying for. Probably

treated in this country are prescrib- 
ed for by the drug clerk,

may be sure that the rest or exercise 
wiH be the last thing to be dispens- 
ed from a pharmacy.

ingly doubtful. There is very fre- 
quently an apparent relief. Tire nasal 
discharge may be checked, the fever

th'e depression which resulted from 
the early drugging. If the attack can 
be broken up by

physical—'by muscular exercise, or 
rest—these should, by all means, be 
tried.
